2011,” which would cut $2.5 trillion worth of federal spending.

Chris Smith (R-NJ) and Dan Lipinski (D-IL), and H.R. 358, 
the “Protect Life Act” was introduced by Energy and Commerce 
Committee Health Subcommittee Chairman Rep. Joe Pitts (R-PA) and 
Dan Lipinski (D-IL).
